Is  given  cnuMdcrable  prommeiuc  in 
I  he  London  Times,  and  deals.  In  an  Illuminating 
way.  with  ihe  writer  s  interpretation  of  what 


He  points  out,  In  the  first  place,  that  In  1914  thl« 
country,  "practically  without  que«tlon  so  far  as 
the  JaglisR'SPgftMhg  glwniPt?  concetned, 
a.s.sumed  virtually  unlimited  responsibility  as  a 
member  of  the  Empire."  After  the  Ore«t  War, 
.Canada  began  to  feeTherself  remote  from  Europe. 
The  p< op  e  here  believed  there  could  be  no  .serious 
threat  to  peace,  and  became. inclined  t^o  believe 
that  ,there  was  no  such  thing  as  foreign  affairs. 
Nfr.-  Macdoftflell  d_escrlbe«  Canada's  diplomatic 
services  In  Paris  and  Toklo  as  "tiny  and  tenta- 
tive," and  In  this  respect  only  Washington  la 
taken  .seriously.  Public  m.  n  in  the  country,  fear- 
ful of  the  .sensitiveness  of  Quebec,  are  inclined  to 
leave,  foreign  affairs  entirely  alone,  and  there  has 
been  no  mteUlgent  debate^  on  the  subjrd  In 
Parliament.  In  .short.  Canada.has  been  preoccu- 
pied with  her  own  affaim.
